Cost, easement problems 
lead to shorter bike trail

An increase in the-cost esti- 
mate and the inability to 
obtain easements have caused 
the Madison County Transit 
District to rethink plans for 
the Confluence Bikeway. 

Manager Jerry Kane said 
the district will soon be going 
out for bids to construct a trail 
from the visitor’s center at 
Lock and Dam 27 in_ Granite 
City to the Eastgate Shopping 
Center in East Alton. 

The original plans were to 
construct a trail from the 
Clark Bridge in Alton to the 
Eads Bridge in Bast St. Louis 

MCT had obtained a $4.2 mil- 
lion grant for the trail, but 
that will fund only the Granite 
City to East Alton portion 

The biggest engineering 
problem would be crossing the 
Wood River between Alton and 
East Alton 

“Crossing that body of water 
is going to be more than $1 
million,” Kane said 

Part of the problem is the 
“flawed’’ nature of the way 
grants are distributed. 

Now, local entities apply for 
construction grants béfore 
engineering work is started. 

“you know the least at that 
time, but you have to come up 
witha budget,” he said 

He said the original engi- 
neering estimate was $2 mil- 
lion; the district asked for $4 


million, and the entire project 
would cost about $6 million. 

“You never know until you 
look at some of these engineer- 
ing problems as to what it’s 
going to cost,” he said. 

Another problem is the lack 
of right of way between Venice 
and East St. Louis 

Kane said the district cannot 
find a way to get through or 
around property owned by the 
Terminal Railroad Association, 
which is neni to build a 
large intermodal yard near 
Brooklyn i 

“We cannot get through the 
Terminal Railroad right of 
way at the present time,” 
Kane said 

“And you have to understand 
there are many safety issues 
that they are justifiably con 
cerned about.” 

Because of that, the trail will 
end at the lock and dam in 
Granite City 

“Tf we can’t get all the way 
down there to the Eads Bridge 
MetroLink station, it makes no 
sense to terminate the project 
down at U.E. (near the McKin- 
ley Bridge),’’ he said. 

He added the district hopes 
to eventually complete the 
original trail. 

“We're going to design it (up 
to Alton), but we won't have 
the money to build it unless we 
are able to get some additional 
funding,’’ he said.

‘The Town Car is Lincoln's flag- 
ship. It may be the last surviving 
domestic front-engine, rear- 
drive, full-size luxury sedan, the 
kind that defined American luxu- 
ry cars for a generation 

It has changed to keep up with 
the times. It is rounder, sleeker 
and more agile. It still holds five 
people (six in a pinch) in lavish 
trimmings, but it feels smaller 
overall. Styling is dominated by 
the large chrome grill, clear-lens 
headlights and a roofline that tucks sharply 
into the trunk. The look is leaner and more 
aerodynamic. 

Around back, chrome trims the rear license 
plate, and the taillights have multiple contours 
and clear lenses that give them a jewel-like 
look 

There are three models: Executive Series 
at $38,500; Signature Series, at $40,150; and the 
Cartier, at $42,500. Both the Signature Series, 
which I drove, and the Cartier, cost less than 
they did last year. All prices include destina- 
tion charges 

Lincoln tackled the & 
revision of its Town Car 
with care. Its traditional 
buyers are in their mid- 
60s, and it didn't want to 
alienate them, while at 
the same time it was 
imperative to reach out 
to a younger customer 
base. The result is a full- 
size four-door that is ele- 
gant and stylish ‘ 

Changes to the Town 
Car are not just cosmet- 
ic. Improving the driving 
dynamics was also 
important. A soft ride 
always has been part of 
what made big American so attractive to 
our parents’ generation. Lincoln wanted to 
keep the cushy ride but provide more respon- 
sive handling, and it has done that. A Watt's 
Linkage rear suspension improves straight- 
line tracking and counters the tendency for the 
vehicle to squat under acceleration and dive 
under braking 

The steering has been improved but still 
needs refinement. At times it felt numb and 
heavy, at others like it turned too easily
